;iilk  production  on  United  States  farms  in  1945  stirpassed  previous  high  records, 
iiilk  pitoduction  per  cow,  favored  "by  good  pastures  and'  lilDeral  concentrate  feeding, 
exceeded  any  previous  year.     The  numher  of  milk  cows,"  while  declining,  was  still 
near  its  1944  peak.     Farmers  delivered  almost  69jj  "bilj-ion  pounds  o*f  whole  milk  to 
plants  and  dealers,  some  5  "billion  more  than  in  1944,.  and  nearly  qne-half . more  than 
in  1940.     The  amount  of  milk  skimnied  on  farms  to  oh tarin  cream  for -sale  declined  to 
25-^  hillion  pounds,  the  smallest  volume  in  more  than  a  score  of  years.    In  1945, 
cash  returns  from  milk  and  milk  p^-oducts  sold  hy  farmers  totaled  over  3  "billion 
dollars  for  the  first'  time.    Average  returns  per  100  .pounds  of  milk  in  dairy  pro- 
ducts sold,  at  $3.02,  were  a  shade  higher  than  in  1944.     Gross  fa^^m  income  , from 
milk,  including  value  of  inilk,  cr^eam,  and  homemade  "butter  consumed  "by  famil,ies  on 
farms  where  produced,  tot.aled  3,5]  "billion  pounds.       '  .

Milk  production 'on  United'  States  "farms  in  1^45  at  122.2  hillion  ppunds  set  a  new 
record,,  exceeding  ly  3  "billion  pounds  the.  p'irevipus  record  production  in  1942,  and 
"by  . 3. 7,  "billion  pounds  the.  production  in  194|4.    At  an* average  fat  test  of  3v97  per- 
cent,the  milk  produced  in  1945  contained  4,9  hillion' poionds  of.  "butter fat ,  also  a 
new  record,    Ta'ble  1  shp'ws  the  constant  growth  in  milk  production  in  the  United 
States  from  1924  through  1945,    During  the  last  two  decades  farm  milk  production 
has  increased  35  percent,  "but  production  per  capita  has  increased  only  12  percent. 

This  large  milk  production  in  1945  was  attained  hy  a  record  high  yield  psr  cow  from 
only  slightly  fewer  milk  cows  than  the  peak  num"ber  in  1944.    The  1945  average  milk 
pro^.uction  per  cow,  at  4,789  pounds,  surpassed  all  past  yield  records  for  the 
U?i^:ed  States,  being  a"bout  1  percent  a"bove  the  previous  high  in  1941,    The  yield 
per  milk  cow  was  made  ;possi"ble  "by  the  excellent  pasture  conditions  that  prevailed 
gejierally  ■during'1945,: '"by  heavy  feeding  of  concentrates,,  a,nd  by  the 
erf  dairy  farmers,  •      -        ..:  .  .

Wiisconsin,  the  Nation's  leading  milk-producing  State,  produced  15.4  billion  pounds 
of  milk  on  farms  during  1945,  7  percent  above  the  previous' year,  'Other  top  ranking 
States,  in  order,  were  Minnesota  with  .8, 6  billion  pounds,  New  York  with  ,8,1  bi,ilion 
Iowa  wi'th  6.8  billion,  Illinois  with  5.8  billion,  Michigan,  and  California  with  5.7 
billion  pounds  each,.    All  but  15  State's,  mostly  in  the  Great  Plains  and  'the  West, 
exceeded  their  1944  product  ion.]    Data  by  States  are' shown. in  tabl'e  9, 

Butter  churned  on  farms  in  1945  is  es^iraated^ at  337. million  pounds,  a  2  percen,t  in-^; 
crease  over  1944,    ; This  marks  the  fir ^t time' in  13  years  that  farm  butter  produc- 
tion has  reversed  its  continuous  declfjie  and'shovm  &n  incr 'ease. over  the  preceding 
year.    More  farmers  produced,  homemade 'but ter' than  in  1944,' both  tb  insure  theiri-

During  1945,  a' total  of  101.5  "oillion  pounds'  of  miTk  v/as  sold  from  farms  or  utilized 
for , producing  dairy  product's  sold.   'This  v/as]  a  new 'high  record,  and  3.5  "billion 
pounds  more  than  was  sold  in  1944.  ".Milk  u&eA  in  faj-m-churned  "butter  sold  showed  a 
slight  upturn  in  1945,  the  '.first  in.,13  years^'    Retail  sales  of  milk  and  cre'am  by 
farmers,  in  1945,.  at  5.6  "billion  pounds,  were*  the  smallest  since  1924. 

The -highlight  of  the  milk  marketing  ■situation,  is  the  shift  |a,way  from  sale  of  farm- 
skimned- cream  an'd  the  marked  increase  in  farmers'   sales  of  .whole  milk  to  plants  and 
dealers.    These  outlets  accounted  far  93  percent  of-  all  milk  sold  'or  utilized  for 
dairy  products  sold  "by  farmers  >in  1945.    The' percentage  of  milk  leaving  the[  farm 
which  was  marketed  as  cream- has  shown  a  marked  decline  since  1933.'    In  the  1924-33 
period,  .45  percent  of  all  milk 'sold  or  utilized  for^products  sold  .was  skimmed  for- 
sale-  as-cream.     In  1934  the ' proportion  started  declining  and  dropped  to  an  all-time 
low  of  25  percent  in  1945.        '  *■  '  -

States  leading  in 
value  of  .milk  consumed  "by  farm  families  centered  in  the  South  with  Texas,  at  51 
million  dollars,  well  in  the  lead#    Highest  average  unit  returns  for  milk  used 
in  products  sold  were  o"btained  in  States  where  most  of  the  milk  enters  fluid  conr 
sumption  c'nannels,  with  a  fairly  high  percentage  retailed  "by  producers,  ^lorida^ 
with  an  average,  return  of  $5,41  per  hundredweight,  was  highest,  followed  "by' 
South  Carolina  v/ith  $4,71,  Massachusetts  with  $4,55  and  Hew  Jersey  with  $4»43« 

Utilization  of  milk  changed  sharply  since  1940 

Including  the  122«2  billion  pounds  of  milk  produced  on  farms  and  some  2,8  "bil- 
lion pounds  produced  "by  non-farm  cov/s  in  tovms  and  villages.  United  States  milk 
production  totaled  a"bout  125  "billion  pounds  in  1945,    The  "utilization  of  this 
milk  through  various  product  channels  is  shov.'n  in  ta"ble  5,     Some  55  "billion 
pounds,  or  44  percent  of  the  total,  was  used  to  make  dairy  products  manufactured 
in  plants*    An  additional  5  percent  of  the  milk  was  u-sed  on  farms  for  production 
of  homemade  "butter.     Consum'-Ttion  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  in  cities  and  villages 
accounted  for  47  "billion  pomids  of  milk  in  1945,  or  37  percent  of  the  total  pro- 
duction..  Fluid  consumption  of  milk  and  cream  "by  people  on  farms  where  milk  is 
■produced  reqviired  a"bout  12  "billion  pounds,  or  some  9  percent  of  the  total.  The 
remainder  was  used  on  farms  for  feeding  calves  and  for  miscellaneous  uses. 

Over  the  past, .5  years  some  rat'ncr  marked  shifts  in  milk  utilization  may  "be  noted* 
From  1940  to  1945  total  milk  production  increased  13  "billion  pounds.    About  an 
equal  increase  took  place  in  consuLiption  of  fluid  milk  and  cream  in  cities  and 
villages  v:hich  expanded  ,39  percent  during  the  S-.year  period  under  high  consumer 
incomes  and  sta"bilized  prices.     Consumption  of  milk  in  farm  households  decreased 
alDOut  3  percent,  and  the  use  of  milk  for  farm-churned  "butter  fell  off  a"bout  17 
percent,.   The  .amount  of  milk  used  in  manufactured  dairy  products  showed  very 
little  change,  hut  su"bstantial  shifts  took  place  in  the  type  of  product  manu- 
factured.    Use  of  milk  in  the  production  of  creamery  "butter  declined  a"bout  one- 
fourth  "betvrecn  1940  and  1945,  "but  this  was  offset  "by  increases  of  one-third  in 
the  use  of  milk  for  frozen  dairy  loroduct??,   an  increase  of  tv/o— fifths  in  milk 
going  for  cheese  production  and  an  increase  of  52  percent  in  the  milk  used  for 
evaporated  and  condensed  milk  products,  .

Production 
was  lower  tlian  in  the  corresponding  months  of  194^1  in  all  of  1945  except  July  and  August  when  it 
was  slightly  highers     In  the  last  four  months  of  1945,  production  dropped  sharply  and  in  Decem"ber 
was  24  percent  "below  the  same  month  of  1944,  •  ' 

Total  American  type  cheese  production  in  1945,  at  874,883,000  pounds,  gained  9  percent  from  1944 
and  i.^as  exceeded  only  hy  the  1942  output  of  916,850,000  pounds.    Of  the  total  quantity  produced  in 
1945,  845.015,000  pounds  was  Cheddar  aiid  29,868',000  pounds  were  of  other  types  of  American  such  as 
Colby,  Washed  Curd,  high  and  low  moistlire  Jack  and  Monterey,    Daring  the  first  9  months  of  1945, 
production  of  all  American  type  cheese  \<ns  sharply  higher  than  in  the  corresponding  months  a  year 
earlier,  but  during  the  last  3  months  of  the  year  production  declined  from  a  year  earlier. 

The  manufacture  of  all  vajieties  of  cheese  during  1945,  other  than  full  skim  Americaj:;  and  cottage, 
pot,  and  balcerss  is  estimated  at  1,114,443.000  pounds,  a  gain  of  10  percent  from  1944,    A  gain  of 
13  percent  -was  shown  in  varieties  of  cheese  other  than  American,    Changes  in  production  of  all 
other  varieties  of  cheese  from  a  year  earlier  by  months  ranged  from  a  7  percent  decline  in  Pebr\i- 
ary  to  a  53  percent  gain  in  July, 

Canned  evaporated  whole  milk  production  totalled  3,760,443,000  po\inds  in  1945,  a  new  high  record, 
Production  was  10  percent  larger  than  in  1944,  30  percent  above  the  1939-43  average,  and  7  percent 
more  than  the  previous  record  of  3, 518", 504,000  pounds  in  1942,  During  the  first  8  months  of  1945 
the  ajQOunt  of  evaporated  whole  milk  canned  was  sharply  higher  than  a  yea,r  earlier,  but  from  Septem- 
ber on  it  was  lower.  Production  of  sweetened  condensed  milk  (case  goods)  in  1945  was  144,875,000 
pounds.  This  is  the  largest  production  since  1929,  4  percent  above  1944  and  80  percent  a"bove  the 
1939-43  average. 

Manufacturer' s  stocks  of  canned  evaporated  milk  vrore  lower  in  every  month  of  1945  than  in  the  cor- 
responding month  a  year  earlier.    Declines  ranged  from  14  percent  in  May  to  53  percent  in  November, 
Stocks  of  canned  sweetened  condensed  milk  in  the  hands  of  manufacturers  were  larger  than  a  year 
earlier  in  each  month  except  at  the  end  of  March,  June,  and  December, 

Manufacturer's  wholesale  selling  prices  of  evaporated  milk  averaged  $4.15  per  case  of  48-14i  omce 
cons  during  1945,  unchanged  from  1944,    The  selling  price  of  canned  sweetened  condensed  milk  f,o,b, 
m?Jiuf acturers'  distributing  points  has  remained,  at  $6,33  per  case  of  48-14  oz,  cans  since  May  1944.
